Thus we see that rational psycholo 
ey does not teach materialism, but 
‘that materialists sometimes teach 
psychology. Through ignorance or 
prejudice they neglect to draw the fin- 
al conelusion of rational psychology; 
namely, that man’s vital principle or 
soul is spiritual and immortal. They 
confine the science of psychology to 
its transient physiological aspects. 
The full truth in psychology would 
free their students from the dismal
